Sueccessor to Marshal Dan Ransdell,
of Washington, Named,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—At last the suc-
cessor to United States Marshal Dan, M.
tansdell has been nominated in the per-
son of Albert A. Wilson, of this city.
Marshal Ransdell expects the coanfirmation
of his suceessor this week, and to return to
his home at Indianapolis as soon as he can
turn over the affalrs of his office to Mr.
Wilzon. Marshal Ransdell savs he has been
expecting relief from his office for several
weeks; that he almost dally anticipated the
nomination of his si1ceessor ever since Con-
gress convened In regular session on the
fourth of last month, and that it is a rellef
to know that the end of his official carcer
is now near at hand. This evening's Star
says:

“A few days after Mr. Cleveland entered
on his second term Marshal Ransdell called

on him to assure him that he was prepared
at any time to hand in his resignation. The
President informed Mr. Ransdell that he
had not then given the matter any atten-
tion, and requested him to continue in office
until he should be told that the President
found time to consider the matter. Not
until one day last week did Marshal Rans-
dell receive an Intimation that he might
soon expect the nomination of his successor.
Then, the Marshal was sent for by the Pres-
ident and on calling at the White House he
was informed that he might expect the nom-
ination of his succaessor in a few days. In
that conversation Marshal Ransdell recelved
an intimatfon that the man whom he suec-
cesded four vears ago July 1 would succeed
him.

All People Who Write for Counterfeit
Money Are Linble.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Assistant Post-
master-general Thomas, of the Postoffice
Department, has ruled that parties sending
through the malls for counterfeit mono2y
violate the “‘green goods act” and there-
fore incur the penalty of not more than
$600 and imprizonment for not more than
eighteen months, This rullng Is mad> on
the case of four dealers in green goods in
southern Missouri, who are now serving
Jall sentences, Inspector Johnson, in
charge of the St. Louis division of post-
office Inspectors, recently mailed to the de-
partment a batch of about 1,800 letters
sent irom all parts of the United States
to the Misgzourl green goods man and
ralsed the question whether the writers,
having used the mails, had viulated the
“green goods™ regulations. In accordance
with the decision the 8t. Louls Inspectors
have been instruected to secure evidence
for the prosecution of some of the writers.

| Gory Gauntlet Flung at the Feet

of the Florida Executive.

Duval Athletie Club Issues a Manifesto
Declaring that Corbett and Mitchell
Will Fight, Sure Pop.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.,, Jan. 9.—A num-

ber of bets were made within the last few

days, all with odds slightly in favor of Cor-
bett. To-night several were made at 109
A glove contest has been arranged

bett and Mitchell are matched, to take
place in this city the latter end of the week.
The principals will be Green Harris, the
champion negro middle weight of Tennes-
see, and Perry Watkins, champion middl2
weight of Florida. A purse of $00 will be
offered for the contest. Although the Du-
val Athletic Club deny it, it is generally
known that this will be in the nature of
a challenge to Governor Mitchell. If the
contest be allowed to go on without inter-
ference, then it will be taken for a cer-
tainty that the Corbett-Mitchell battle will
take place, while, if it is stopped, the ccurts
will be asked to decide the matter., Thds
fs thought to be the plan that the Duval
people have been forming for a long time
past, and which has been guarded with such
gecrecy. The Duval Club has made ar-
rangements for printing the tickets for the
contest. They will be delivered next week,
and will be very elaborate and well nigh
impossible to counterfeit. At a late hour
to-night the Duval Athletic Club gave out
the following statement to the public:
“The time has now arrived when it be-
comes necessary to restore confidence to
the outside world in the ability of the Du-
val Athletic Club to bring to a successful
issue the international glove contest be-
tween Corbett and Mitchell. This club kFas
deferred, to its great detriment, until this
late hour in making this anrouncement with
the hope of being able to test by the counrts

of this State the legality of the contest
and have done evervthing in Its power to
do so. So honorable and above board have
been our actions and so tfnorougnly did
we want a rigid test of the cwase, that,
after causing the arrest of Corbett and
Mitchell, we suggested to tire p.osecuting
attorney of this county that Governor
Mitehell be appraised of said arrangement,
and that he be asked to instruct or re-
quest that Attorney-general Lamar appear
and prosecute the case for the State. The
Governor, Iin a contemntible telegram to
the prosecuting attorney of this county,
charges him with being in collusion with
the promoters of this contest, which charge
is without foundation or truth, and by in-
sinuation and threats of removal, caused
the county attorney, without apprising us
of his actlons, to nolle prosse the case,
thus depriving us, after walting for him
for three days, of an application for a
writ of habeas corpus. Then an opportun-
ity would have been afforded to both par-
ties to argue and submit the law on both
sides of the case, this club beforehand
agreeing to abide absolutely by the decis-
ion of the courts and to declare the match
off, should it be shown that there was any
law in this State against this contest.,

“The Governor, in this unwarranted and
outrageous telegram Lo the county solicitor,
claimed that he would abide by no decision
other than that of the Supreme Court, the
highest judicial power in the State. This
cludb, through its manager, communicated
with Governor Mitchell and asked him to
submit the case with the contracts with
Corbett and Mitchell to the Supreme Court
in a fair and impartial manner, and that
that body be allowed to pass on the case.
This the Governor refused to do. There is
no fair-minded person who will not agree
with us that we have done everything In
our power tn have an adjudication by the
courts of this case, and that there is no
other conclusion to be arrived at except that
Governor Mitchell is afraid to submit the
case to the courts, and we hereby, in this
public manner, throw the gauntlet at his
feet and not only invite, but dare him to
ask the Supreme Court for a decision in
this case.

“His whole attitude has teen that of a
bulldozer, and will be until this contest
has ended. Right here we wish to say to
the public in most positive terms that,
barring accidents of a previdential nature,
and if Corbett and Mitchell appear at the
ring-side on Jan. 25, as they have con-
tracts to do, and no doubt will, just so sure
will this contest take place. We assure the
public that the seutiment of the people of
the city of Jacksonville and State of Flor-
ida is in favor of the contest, and being
legally assured that there is no law agalnst
contests of this kind, we now  assure all
intending patrons of the event that they
can come to Jacksonville secure in the
knowledge that they will see two of the
greatest boxers in the world in a contest
that will do nothing more than demonstrate
which is the more scientific. We have
added to the membership of the club some
of the most wealthy and iInfluential men
in Jacksonville and Florida, and we know
that we have the means and ability to see
this thing through. Further, we wish to
say that no one knows who will be hurt
firancially or socially, if an attempt be
made to stop this affair until the attempt
be made.”

William A. Brady to-day came up from
Mayport. He sald In regard to the out-
look for the fight: *“I am strongly of +the
opinfon that the club people will be entirely
successful in their efforts to bring the con-
test to a successful issue, and you may be
sure that our end of the affair will give
them all the support in our power. Of
course, if we knew, as a certainty, that the
match would have to be abandoned, Cor-
bett would still continue training until ofli-
clally notifled that the meeting was ofl,
All of the dispatches you see sayving that
either Corbett or Mitchell has entertained
favorably any propositions from Colorado,
Cuba or any other point Is merest rot aud
without foundation. Many offers have been
received, but we have not even gone to the
trouble of investigation as to whether or
not they were bona fide”

Republicans Assault the Capitol
with a Braying Brass Band.

Governor Calls Out Special Police—Sen-
atorial Fight in lowa—Senator
Lindsay Ee-Elected.

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 9.—Affairs have
reached a critical stage to-day, and the
Governor, as a precautionary measure, or-
dered a detachment of police to the State-
house to preserve order., The police captain
in charge of the men went at once to the
Governor’'s private room and received nis
instructions direct from that executive, At
3 o'clock the Republicans marched to the
Senate with a band at their head to the
tune of “Marching through Georgia.”
retary Thompson reported thirteen present
and, in fact, only nine were present, the
nine Democratic holdovers. There was
great commotion outside the hall when the
Republican Senators rapped at the door for
admittance. The Sergeant-at-arms de-
manded the names of those rapping. - After
some parleying the doors were opened and
all the Senators were admitted and took
their seats. Chairman Adrian instructed
the Secretary to call the roll, and said that

he came there to see the House organized

They were
recognized by that body. The Governor
sald he would econsult his legal adviser be-
fore taking action. The Republican Sena-
tors adjourned until to-night, while the
Democratic Senators adjourned until to-
morrow.

The Republican Senators held 4 short ses-
selon to-night In the Assembly chamber.
They requested the assistant janitor of the
Statehouse for permission to enter the Sen-
ate chamber, but were told that the
Sergeant-at-arms of the Democratic Sen-
ate had taken the kevs home with him. A
big erowd in the corridors offered to break
open the doors, and the Senators had to-ap-
peal to them not to do so. Senator Ketch
am offered a resolution that the Sergeant-
at-arms of the Republican Senate ask for
the keys before to-morrow's session. The
Senate then adjourned till to-morrow after-
noon, at 2 o'clock.

New Feature Develops in the lTowna

Gear men are still con-
fident as ever, and say no combination can
be made by other candldates which will beat
him.

Key, United States judge for the Eastern
district of Tennessee, sald to-day that he
will retire from the bench soon after his
seventieth birthday, which oeccurs Jan. 27.
He has filled the offlee with distinetion for
many years, and will now retire to his
private home at Chattanooga. Judge Key
was Postmaster-general under President
Hayves. Among the applicants to succeed
him on the bench are T. 8. Webb and Judge
H. H. Ingersoll, of Knoxville, and Judge
C. D. Clark, of Chattanooga.
